If tile creek that you are seining 
is over 12 feet wide for a distance 
of 50 cards above or below the point 
seined, 
you are breaking the law 
This is in order to protect the nests 
of fish spawning along the streams 
during this period 
Your seine must not be over four 
foot in d epth and not over eight feet 
in length and you must not have 
over IOO minnows in your possession 
a t one tim e. unless you are a dealer 
and paying a dealer's license fee.
